INuminating Address on Mexico 
by George Miner of Westfield 


George Miner of Westfield an edu- 
cator and lecturer, gave the Fort- 
nightly an illuminating talk last Fri- 
day afternoon on “Mexico in Regard to 
Her Educational and Religious In- 
terests.” 

Last summer he was one of 85 edu- 
cators both, men and women, of the 
Congregatienal Board who went to 
Mexico for study of the country. They 
heard lectures by the leading men of 


He said in part “A nation which has 
a sense of humor has a future. Mex- 
ico has a sense of humor. The coun- 
try is very unsettled, it is passing 
through a period of transition. Civil 
administration depends on the army. 
In some respects Mexico is like our 
own West fifty years ago where every 
man carried his pistols. There is the 
spirit of intolerance similar to the 
eafly years of our history. 

“The future of a country depends 
upon great leaders. Mexico has some 
great leaders, men of distinguished 
ability. The Spanish armies have 
crushed the spirit of the people. 
Where men are of broken spirit pro- 
gress is hopeless. Many Mexicans are 
of this type of people. 

“One has said that one revolution 
follows another in Mexico; it is in a 
continuous state of revolution and a 
great deal of the controversy is be- 
tween the government and the church. 
The types of priests who have worked 
among the Indians of Mexico are the 
finest of men. They have protested to 
Spain some of the unfair treatment. 

“Spain has given to Mexico a beau- 
tiful language, beautiful monuments, a 
good government, a permanent civil- 
ization and religious institutions. 
Spain has also given Mexico a caste 
system, the Spanish, the mixed Span- 
ish and Mexican and the Mexican. 
The result is a detestation of labor, 
the dominition of men over women. 

“Mexico has great difficulties on ac- 
count of different races, there 150 dif- 
ferent languages and dialects. In one 
city are 17 Indian tribes, each having 
a different dialect, no one understand- 
ing the others. Mexico lacks a strong- 
er middle class; the middle class is the 
producing class—but there is progress

“Another great problem in Mexico 
is the land. There are immense es- 
tates but the majority of the people 
are landless; it is like serfdom and a 
great menace to progress. If each man 
in Mexico could own land today most 
problems would be solved. One half 
of the people are Indians, 50 per cent 
are mixed and 10 per cent are Spanish; 
80 per cent of these live as Indians. 

“TY attended many Sunday services. 
Few people were in attendance; there 
were no priests. The clergy will not 
sign the constitution and the govern- 
ment will let no one teach or preach 
unless they sign the constitution. The 
priests refused to this so many of the 
churches are closed. 

“A fine type of our business men are 
there; they are establishing sound fin- 
ance, the beginnings of education and 
the citizens are beginning to take re- 
sponsibilities. Men like Fall, Sinclair 
and Doheny have played the very 
devil there. 

“A new day is dawning for Mexico 
and it must come by training the child 
in new ideas of home, school, church 
and government. The people are pro- 
foundly grateful to Ambassador Mor- 
row. In time Mexico will get used to 
new conditions and will provide a great 
deal of wealth and business. They are 
our neighbors.”

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EXPORT DEBENTURES * 


An Excerpt from the Master's 
Address at National Grange 


From the Master’s Address before the 
National Grange Annual Session at 
Washington, D. C., on November ;14. 
1928, we take the following excerpt on 


‘| the Export Debenture Program: 
We must do for agriculture what we 


have been doing for industry. Manu- 
facturing in bond, remitted tariff du- 
ties and tariff drawbacks are devices 
developed by years of experience, for 
the benefit of our commercial Hfe. We 
now insist that the same principle be 
applied to agriculture. National Wwel- 
fare depends upon an adequate, zeas- 
onably priced and domestically pro- 
dueed food supply. This will mean 
occasional and sometimes pericfical 
surpluses if the factor of safety is *o be 
maintained. Crops like wheat, cctton 
and certain branches of our live sck, 
must at the present time be kept wpon 
a partial export basis. Just as the 
manufacturer cannot ship abfoad 
goods manufactured in America when 
he has been compelled to pay a tariff 
on the raw material, unless he can:get 
a drawback, so the farmer cannot 
manufacture wheat or other Food 
product, having paid the tariff efther 
directly or indirectly on the raw ma- 
terial utilized, unless he too can get 
tariff benefits through some _ similar 
method. The export debenture will 
help solve the surplus problem, is a 
necessary complement to the tariff 
structure, and without it or its equiva- 
lent, many branches of American ag- 
riculture cannot permanently prosper.

Miss Minot enjoyed hey many beau- 
tiful heirlooms and was always gener- 
ous in loaning them. She. was greatly 
interested in her home town and pre- 
served and accumulated a store of 
periodicals, documents and letters 
which are now very valuable. 

Miss Minot was a woman of strong 
convictions of ready wit, and sympa- 
thetic nature, and her home was one 
of real hospitality. She was associated 
with the Unitarian church and active 
in its organizations until recent years 
when her health failed. She was a 
member of the Fortnightly for many 
years and later was elected an honorary 
member. She was also a valued mem- 
ber of the Historical society. 

The funeral was held at her home 
on Thursday at 2 p. m. Rev. R. E. 
Griffith officiated and burial was in the 
Centre cemetery. 

She leaves no immediate relatives.

THREE TERM SYSTEM 


Mount Hermon to Return to Or- 
iginal Schedule in June 


After the use of a three term system 
that kept the school in session for 
nearly eleven months of the year for 
the past twenty-eight years, Mount 
Hermon school will return to its orig- 
inal two term schedule with com- 
mencement in June acording to an 
announcement made by Elliott Speer, 
president of the Northfield Schools. 

It is expected that the eg,r'ler closing 
of the school will aid the students in 
obtaining better employment during 
the summer vacations to earn money 
for the following school terms, Dr. 
Henry F. Cutler, principal of Mount 
Hermon school stated. The new sys- 
tem which is to go into effect next year 
will also favor men taking College En- 
trance Board Examinations in June, 
who have in the past been forced to, 
take the tests a month before the com- 
pletion of their work for a Hermon 
diploma. 

Founded in 1881 by D. L. Moody to 
aid young men of limited means in 
obtaining a first class education, Mt. 
Hermon school opened its forty-seventh 
year this fall with an-enrollment of 
508 students. .

ARMISTICE FETE 


Aftermath of the Five Days of 
Unique Celebration 


Major Wilder on behalf of the Ex- 
hibit Committee wishes to thank es- 
pecially the officers of the First Army 
Corps Area, the State officers, Colonel 
Killihea, Major Kelly and Captains 
Anderson, Kilburn, and Waters for the 
loan of equipment, The Boys Brigade 
for digging the trench, Mrs. Wood for 
her beautiful Red Cross Booth, and 
Mr. Fitt for his realistic Y. M. C. A. 
hut, and all the citizens of Northfield 
who so generously loaned their pre- 
cious relics, and gave of their scanty 
time. He adds: 

“Y should like to add a word for my 
comrades of the American Legion who 
have worked so hard to make this Ex- 
hibit a success. Here in Northfield is 
a body of men who have proved their 
patriotism and love of their fellow man 
beyond! any question. They are young, 
energetic and trained to cooperate for a 
common purpose. They are affiliated 
with similar organizations throughout 
the country. It is their desire to serve 
their town as they have served their 
country. But war is not child's play. 
We who have been through the war 
are often irritable, impatient and out- 
spoken. But, if the spirit of cooper- 
ation and friendship which has been 
shown during this Tenth Anniversary 


of the Armistice can be maintained for . 


the future there is no limit to what 
Ntsthfield can do in the way of com-) 
‘munity enterprise. 

“This War Exhibit was designed to 
give the town and especially the 
younger people an idea of what the 
World War meant. This war which is 
only ten years past was one of the 
great events of history. And such an 
exhibit should help, to make all history 
more vivid to the young. 

“One gratifying result came out of 
this effort at cooperation. The spirit 
of friendship, mutual service for the 
common good, a putting aside of all 
petty disagreements that characterized 
our service in the war was revived. 
Old and young, rich and poor, veterans 
and clergymen, worked side by ‘side to 
make the exhibit a success. No praise 
is too high for the wonderful spirt of 
mutual helpfulness for the public wel- 
fare that characterized this revival of 
the war memories. 

“It might not be inappropriate, in 
view of the many questions asked at 
the Exhibit, to say a few words here 
in regard to the attitude of those of us 


‘| who had the privilege of serving our 


country in battle during the war. It 
can sum up in one word—Service. We 
believe that a country worth dying for 
is worth living for. We want to make 
this the best possible country for our 
children to live in. 

“There has been some talk of the 
best way to bring about lasting peace. 
This subject has been brought up con- 
tinually during the Exhibit. We all 
want peace. No one wants another 
war. ‘Those who have suffered most in 
this last are not the ones who want to 
see another. All that we do ask is that 
when the question of the best public 
conduct is under discussion our point 
of view shall be heard. We are not 
diplomats nor trained debaters. But we 
feel that we learned something from 
our service of the community without 
being accused of being bloodthirsty. 
We are not sentimental but we under- 
stand service. And we believe that 
service should begin at home.” 


The War Trench 


Of all the varied exhibits of. the 
Armistice celebration perhaps the 
War Trench was the most popular. 
Executed from plans drawn by Major 
Wilder with the actual digging largely 
accomplished by the Boys Brigade un- 
der supervision of Mr. Carr located in 
the rear of the town hall and illumin- 
ated at night, it was visited and in- 
spected again and again by admiring 
throngs. 

Fortunately Mr. Levering has per- 
petuated it in photographic form so 
that it may be enjoyed to all time but 
even these pictures, good as they are, 
cannot take the place of an actual 
seeing. The section was about sixty 
feet in length over all, with two gun 
emplacements two firing steps and a 
dug-out “Hotel Northfield” with con- 
necting trench. Although perhaps 
only about half service size it gave a 
very excellent idea of many hundreds 
of miles of similar trenches that were 
“over there.” 


Closing Notes 


It will be remembered that the His- 
torical society has an article in the 
town warrant last February to raise 
and appropriate $100 for the expenses 
of the Armistice celebration. Tax- 
payers will be glad to know that the 
committee turned in bills, chiefly for 
transportation of speakers and the 
orchestra, and for publicity, amounting 
to only $97.98. Thanks are due the 
mahy volunteers who contributed their 
services. 

The stated object of the celebration 
was to make World War ideals and 
activities real to the younger .gener- 
ations. Judging by the number of 
young people who were in the Exhibit 
at every open period, this object was 
attained.

“The recreational business is @% in-|° 
|deman of the first order, desiring. and 


demanding attention 52 weeks OF the 
lyear,” declared Arthur CG. Staples, 
editor of the Lewiston, Maine, Evaming 
Journal, speaking at the Recreational 
Group Meeting of the New 
Conference convened by the New Eng-j. 
land Council. 

Mr. Staples took for his general topic 
“The Value of the Recreational In- 
dustry to New England,” and esti- 
mated its worth at more than $900,000,- 
000 annually. He then quoted statistios 
to show that of the money brought in 
by the recreational industry, 45 per 
cent goes to restaurants; 23.5 pey cent 
to retail stores; 21 per. cent to hotels; 
16 per cent to manufacturers; and 
wholesalers; 9.5 per cent to theatera; 
and 15 per cent to banking and other 
miscellaneous activities. 

Comparing the recreational industry. 
in California with that of Maine, Mr. 
Staples said that since Southerm Cali- 
fornia began advertising in a mfid de- 
gree 20 years ago, the valuation of that 
region has increased from 1100 millions 
to 3,200 millions.

IN HURRICANE RELIEF 


Porto Rico: and Florida Victims 
Hel:ed by Prompt Attion; 
$5,000,000 Given by 
Public. 


One of the greatest disasters, fn 
point of loss of life and devastation 
of homes, in which the American Red 
Cross has ever carried relief was the 
West Indies hurricane of Septembar 
fast, which swept across Porto Rico, 
parts of the Virgin Islands, the coast 
of Florida and north to end in tor- 
rential rains, flooding streams in a 
half dozen states. The known dead 
in all of the areas affected was 2,259, 
although it was admitted that the 
complete total of dead [n Florida 
would never be known. The number 
of Injured was estimated at 3.170. Ap- 
proximately 20,000 buildings were de- 
stroyed and damaged. 

At the height of the emergency the 
Red Cross was caring for 506,410 peo-

The relief given by the Red Cross 
in this great emergency, spread over 
such a wide territory of sea and iand, 
was everywhere commended and es- 
pecial emphasis was placed upon the 
promtitude with which the organiza- 
tion responded. The hurricane struck 
Porto Rico September 13, and the 
first brief cabled word of it came 
September 14, to both Red Cross and 
the news agencies. Before nightfall, 
the national director of disaster re- 
lief for the Red Cross and a staff of 
four trained men had left Washington 
for Charleston, South Carolina, to 
board a navy destroyer which upon 
instruction of the President of the 
United States had been placed at 
command of the Red Cross by the 
Secretary of the Navy. And although

At a much lower 
figure, however, there has been a 
constant demand for maple an- 
tiques. 


Aging gives maple a rich patine| guest room, 


and deepens its color from the 
original lightness to a more rosy 
tone. New furniture maple has 
had wider adoption in the last few 
years because of the possibility of 
obtaining more quickly’ this same 
tone. Its present day popularity 
results: from the decorative prac- 
tice of using small or supplemen- 
tary pieces ot furniture in lighter 
colors to obtain pleasing contrasts 
and to relieve the room ef heavi- 
ness and darkness, New maple 
also has been adopted for pieces of 
furniture that are not obtainable 
in the antique, such as the radio 
receiving cabinet, a development of 
the last decade. 


One of the problems of radio 
cabinet design has been to develop 
a supplementary piece of furniture 
that would fit into the average liv- 
ing room and that would harmon+ 
ize also with early American in- 
teriors.

In the current issue of the National 
Grange Monthly there is a short ar- 
ticle by Prof. C. L. Stewart, well known |. 
tariff authority, who states that sub- 
sidies involve both appropriations and 
special taxes, or by even the most lib- 
eral extension countenanced by sound 
usage, involve at least appropriations. 
The Professor then goes on to show 
that Export Debentures are not sub- 
sidies for at least five reasons. And 
then he sums up the whole matter in 
the statement that “if export deben- 
tures are to be included .as subsidies, 
there is no way to prevent highly pro- 
tective tariffs, free trade, reciprocity, 
tax exemptions, allowances for de- 
pendents tax graduations and reduc- 
tions from bein,g likewise included. 
Such a procedure would be ridiculous.” 
No the Export Debenture idea is not a 
subsidy but it is a complement of the 
tariff and, we believe, with others, 
that it is essential if the farmer is 
ever to enjoy an equality in the work- 
ing of our general tariff systemm.

3 cups boiling water 

% tablespoon salt 

1 tablespoon fat 

1 small chopped green pepper 
‘% pound chopped rotund steak 
1% cup puffed raisins 

2 cups tomato sauce 


Add cornmeal slowly to boiling wa- 
ter, stiring constantly to prevent lump- 
ing. Add % teaspoon salt and cook 10 
minttes. Melt fat in small frying pan, 
ad chopped pepper and simmer 8 few 
minutes with pan covered. Remove 
cover and add chopped meat and % 
teaspoon salt; cook, stirring constantly, 
until red color of meat has disappeared. 
Heat food chopper in boiling water and 
put raisins through, using medium 
cutter. Add raisins and tomato sauce 
to meat mixture. In a greased baking 
dish put half of the cooked cornmeal. 
Then pour in the meat and tomato, 
and put the rest of the cornmeal on 
top. Bake in a moderate oven (350 de- 
grees F.), 30 to 40 minutes.
